The Foreign Agricultural Service of the U.S. Department of Agricul- 
ture today reported the following developments in world agriculture and trade. 


DAIRY, LIVESTOCK AND POULTRY 


USSR Increases Product Production but Cattle Numbers Still Down. In 
the USSR, state and collective farms report January-October production of 
meat, milk and eggs were each up 4 percent, according to the U.S. agricultural 
counselor in Moscow. Milk production per cow was reported up 5 percent while 
output of eggs per hen was up 3 percent. State and collective farms holdings 
of cattle on November 1 showed cattle at 94 million head, down 1.3 million 
from Nov. 1, 1987, while cows, at 28.5 million head, were down 0.3 million. 
Hogs at 60.2 million and sheep and goats at 117.2 million head were 
essentially unchanged from last year. Poultry numbers were reported to be 2 
percent above Nov. 1, 1987. = = 


TOBACCO 

WORLD Tobacco Production Forecast Slightly Down. World, tobacco; Poor 
production for 1988 is now estimated at 6.493 million tons (farm-sales-weight ~< 
basis), down slightly from the forecast of 6.495 million tons released July 20 
(WR 29-88). Recent reports from U.S. agricultural counselors and attaches 
have resulted in the following revised production estimates (previous 
estimates in parenthesis) in 1,000 metric tons: total tobacco, 6,493 (6,495); 
flue-cured, 3,611 (3,583); burley, 662 (680); dark air/sun cured, 999 (1,008) ; 
and light air-cured, 113 (116). 


In Brazil good weather in the south has resulted in an estimated 
increase from the July forecast of 4,000 tons in total tobacco production, 
bringing production to 419,000 tons. Production of flue-cured is projected at 
281,000 tons, up 6,000 tons; burley at 54,000 tons, down 1,000 tons; and light 
air-cured down 1,000 tons to 14,000 tons. In Canada total tobacco production 
is projected up 3,500 tons to 76,680 tons due to a rise in f lue-cured 
production quotas. In Spain estimated tobacco production fell 6,000 tons to 
35,500 tons due to heavy rains and floods in June and July. In the United 
States total production, estimated at 604,104 tons, is down slightly from 
earlier forecasts. U.S. flue-cured production is up nearly 24,000 tons from 
the July estimate to 361,009 tons, but burley production at 208,150 tons is 
22,000 tons below the July estimate.
